Crane company of Chicago, is recog- 
nized as one of the most popular em- 
ployers of labor in the country.

years ago,, was held a few days ago, 
and Mr. Crane took occasion to ad- 
dress his men, using as a text, "The 
Employer and Agent 
for 
the 
Em- 


ploye." 
He said, among other good 


things: 


"The employer does not force Inm- 


self on the employe; each is indis- 
: pensable to the other and they natur- 


ally come together for the benefit of 
both. 


It might be said that the employer 


is in the nature of an agent for mar- 
keting the labor of the 
employe. 


Through him the latter- is 
enabled 


to,apply his labor to the raw material 
furnished by the employer; then the 
employer, by the sale of the finished 
article to the consumer, gets back 
what he advanced for labor, cost of 
material and all other expenses plus 
a sum which might be called a com- 
mission charged by him for his work 
as manager. 


The employe has no right to corn- 


ulain of his employer unless the lat- 
ter charges liim too great a commis- 
sion. 
, • 


In the disposal -of any 
commodity 


the size of the agent's commission de- 
pends upon the difficulty of the task 
and the amount of risk involved. 


Tho stock broker, for example, who 


disposes of stocks and bonds for his 
clients, receives a very small commis- 
sion, since his work is not laborious, 
nor does it involve any risk, annoy- 


• ance or expense to himself. 


The real estate agent, 
who rents 


and sells houses and lands for his cli- 
ents, obtains a larger compensation 
than the stock broker, for the rea- 
son that his .work 
is 
harder and 


fraught with more annoyance and ex 
pense. 


How much greater then, should be 


the commission, or compensation of 
the manufacturer who secures a mar- 
ket for the labor of the working man 
and in so doing—while protecting the 
laborer from any 
hazard—takes all 


the risk in putting up the necessary 
capital, at the same.lime confronted 
by the fiercest competition, the great 
est difficulties, and beset on all sides 
by endless anxieties and anoyances? 


The -workingman should realize all 


. this and remember that he could nev- 
find a purchaser for the one'comrood-
